the Great Seal for the fame purpofe, we did, upon read-

made in February thereafter. And here we cannot out 
acknowledge your Majefty’s Clemency upon this Occa- 
fion, als wellas in the whole Traé& of your Government 
over us: For, had your Majefty without new Offers of, 
Mercy, given pofitive Orders for executing the, Law up- 
on theHighlanders that had already defpifed your repeated 
Indemnities, they had but met with woat they juftly de- 
ferved, 

Gut it being your Majefty’s Mind, according to your 
ufual Clemency, ftill'to offer them Mercy, aud the kil- 
ling of the Glenco-men being upon that Account unwar- 
rautable, ‘als well as the Mauer of doing it being barva- 
fous anid inhuman, we proceeded to vote the killing of 
them a Murder, atid to enquire who had given Occafion 
to it, or were the AGors in it. 

We found in the firft place, That the Matter of Stair’s 
Letters had exceeded your Majefty’s inttructions, to- 
wards the Killing and Deftrudtion of the Glenco-men. 
This, appeared, by. the comparing of the Initructions and 
Letters, whereot the juft attefted Duplicates are here- 
with wanfmitted. In which Letters the Glenco-men are 
over and over again diftinguifhed from the reft of the 


Highlanders, not as the firtcll Subjeét of Severity , in cafe 4 


they continued obftinate, and made Severity neceflary, 
according to the Meaning of the Inftructions ; ut a 
Men abfolutely and pofitively ordered to be-deilroyed, 
without any further Confideration than that of their not 


having taken the Indemnity in due Time; and their not’ 


having taken ii, is valued as a happy Incident, fince it 
afforded an Opportunity to deftroy them; and the De- 
{troying of them is urged with an great deal of Zeal, as 
a thing acceptable and of publick Ufe; and this Zeal is 
extended even to the giving of Direétious about the Man- 
ner of cutting them off. From all which it is plain, that 
tho’ the Jnftructions be for Mercy to all that will fubimit, 
tho’ the Day of Indemnity was elapfed, yet the Letters 
do exclude the Glenco-men from this Mercy. 

In the next Place we examined the Orders given by 
Sir Thomas Livingfton in this Matter, and were unani- 
moufly of Opinion, That he had Reafon to give fuch 
Orders for the cutting off of the Glenco-men, upon the 
Suppofition that they had rejeéted the Indemnity, and 
Without, meking them new Offers of Mercy, being a 
thing in itfelf lawful, and which your Majeity might 
have ordered: And it appearing, that Sir Thomas was 
then ignorant of the peculiar Circumftances of the Glen- 
¢o-men, he might very well underftand your Majefty’s 
Inftrections in the refiricted Senfe, which the Matter of 
Stirs Letters had give them, or underftand the Mafter, 
of Stair’s Letters to be your Majefty’s additional Plea- 
fure: And it is evident he did, by tie Orders which he

Mr. Hay of Ranas and fome other Genthkmen from 
the Shire of Banff, have come up and joimed tie Prince’s 
Standart. 

We have received a Confirmation of the News of a 
Body of Britifh Officers and-Geutlemen trom France 
having landed at Montrofe laft Monday: That an ther 
Ship trom the fame Country with Officers and Military 
Stores was arrived off the Harbour of Mo. tiofe; and 
that 4 other Ships, on the fame Errand, «nd froin the 
fame Country, not being able, to make that-Port, have 
been forced to fail Southwards, and are thought to have 
get into the Frith of Tay. 2 

Several of the Gentlemen who have come Southward, 
declare that they faw above 80 Carts load with Ammu- 
nition aud Stores, on the Road for Brechin, and it was 
fuppofed might be at Dunkeld yefternight.

Hague, O&.10. The following Account has been 
jutt received here from Berlin by the Pruffian Minifter : 
Oni the 30th.of laft-Month, the Auftrian and Saxon Ar- 
my in Bohemia’ having made a forced March all Night, 
in order to, furprizefthe King, and his Camp of Stau- 
deutz near Prouchez, the King put his Army in Order 
of Battie, and at Day-break; altho” inferior to the Al- 
lies by the great Detachments he* had made, after a moft 
obftinate Battle, he obtained a complete Vitory, and 
totally defeated the Enemy’s whole Army, which left 
between 3 and 4000 Men dead and wounded upon the 





. 


Field of Battle, and at leaft as many Prifoners ;. they loft 
befides all their Artillery, and a great Number of Stan- 
dards, &c. The Allied Army retired in great Coniuti- 
on to Arnau, and atthe Departure of the Courier, the 
Pruffians were in Purfvit of them. On our Side the 
Lofs -was very inconfiderable; but Prince Albert of 
Brunfwick, the Queen’s Brother, and the Sieur Wedel, 
Major of the King’s Guards, were killed ; Major Gene- 
ral Blankenfee, Major General Count Schmettau, Co- 
Jonel Forcade, and Lieutenant Colonel Voilke, wound- 
ed. The Enemy’s Irregular Troops found an Opportu- 
nity during the Battle, to pillage the King’s Baggage, and 
to carry off his Majelty’s private Secretary. 

Hague, Od. 10. All the laft Letters from Italy bring 
an Account, that the Spaniards croffed the Po near Pa- 
via on the 20th paft, and fome even add, were entredin- 
to the Town of Milan. Count Staremberg is arrived 
here in his Way to England, whither he is going with 
the Emperor’s Notification of his Eleétion and Corona- 
tion. The Britifh Troops which compofed the Garrifon 
at Oftend, and have been for fume Time at Mons, are 
arrived at the Army, having been as we hear attacked up- 
on the Road by a French Detachment, which wis re- 
pulfed with the Lofs of feveral Men killed on the Part 
of the Enemy, and tour Officers taken Prifoners. The 
Battalion of Englifh Guards was upon its March for 
Willemftadt, to be embarked there for England. 

Whitehall, O&. 5. By Letters of the 30th paft from 
Berwick, the’ Rebcls had not moved from Edinburgh. 
The Officers they had taken Prifoners in the late A@ion 
near Tranent, were, on the 2yth in the Morning, fent 
to Perth; and they were to pafs the Forth four Miles a- 
bove Stirling, atthe fame Place where the Rebels had 
eroffed that River in their March Southward; the pri- 
vate Men, who were Prifoners, had been fent by the 
fame Route the ag before, and the wounded remained 
in the lufirmary at Edinburgh. 

We are likewife aflured, by Letters of 29th of Sep- 
tember, at Noon, from the Caftle of Edinburgh, that 
the Communication betwixt the Town and Caitle had 
been till then {till open ; but the Letters of the 30th from 
Edinburgh, fay, that in the Night before, the Rebels had 
taken Poff. flion of all the Avenues leading to the Caftle, 
in order to block it up. 


From the St. Fames’s Evening Poft, 02. ¢. 

On Wednefiay a Courier Extraordinary arrived from 
Mr. Trévor, and brought Advice that Prince Charles of 
Lorrain having attacked the King of Pruffia, the Auftri- 
an Army was defeated after a very obftinate and bloody 
Engagement, in which there were between 3 and 4000 
Auttrians killed on the Spor, and as many taken Prifou- 
ers, This Exprefs came over from Schevelin (a little 
Port near the Hague) in a finall Fithing Veff-1, anda 
Paffenger that came in the fame declares, that the News 
of the Battle was publickly known at the Hague. The
